Ministers and Delegates from Congregational Churches Hold 


Annual Meeting at West Parish—Rev. J. Percival 
Huget Makes Address at Evening Session 


The annual meeting of the Andover 
Association of Congregational Churches and 
Ministers held "Fuesday afternoon and 
evening in the West church, Andover was 
of interest in three particulars. It was the 
first time the association had met in West 
Andover for thirty-eight years; it brought 
the resignation of Rev. Augustus H. Fuller, 
pastor-emeritus of the Union church, Ballard- 
vale, who has served as statistical secretary, 
as secretary and treasurer of the associa- 
tion over a period of twenty-five years and 
it afforded the conference an opportunity 
to hear Rev. Dr. J. Percival Huget of the 
Tompkins Avenue church, Brooklyn, N. Y., 
the largest and most influential Congrega- 
tional church in the country. Dr. Huget 
spoke at the evening session. 


The association comprises twenty-five 
churches of Greater Lawrence and Greater 
Lowell and every church was represented 
with delegates by its pastors, Sunday 
school superintendents and church members, 
Nathan C, Hamblin, principal of Punchard 
high school was moderator at the afternoon 
session which convened at three o’clock 
with a devotional service led by Rey. Arthur 
Barber of Trinity church Lawrence. 


Reports occupied the early part of the 
session the records of the secretary and 
treasurer being presented by Rev. Newman 
Matthews, pastor of the West church for 
Rey. A. H. Fuller. The financial statement 
showed that every church in the association 
had met its membership assessment and that 
after all expenses had been paid there re- 
mained a satisfactory balance in the treasury. 


Rey. Arba J. Marsh, D.D., of the United 
Congregational church Lawrence spoke for 
the work of the churches committee and 
referred to the jubilee year of the Riverside 
church of Lawrence and the gift of the John 
Aldred Memorial chapel now bearing com- 
pletion.

ESSEX AGRICULTURAL NOTES 


“The 90 Per Cent Clean Apple Club” 


An honorary fraternity among fruit 
growers. This is the newest development in 
a rapidly changing industry. The “90 Per 
Cent Clean Apple Club”, as its name implies, 
will include only those growers who have 
attained certain standards of excellence in 
the annual fight against apple pests. 

Who is eligible? And what are the require- 
ments for admission to this select group? 
Any grower in Massachusetts may enroll 
through his County Agricultural Agent by 
signing an enrollment card and agreeing to 
keep a record of his pest control operations, 
including dates of the various spray applica- 
tions and amounts of materials used. He 
must have a potential crop of at least 300 
bushels of one of the New England Seven 
varieties in the block under consideration, 

If during the month of August the fruit 
appears to have less than ten per cent injury 
due to insects and diseases, the grower re- 
quests that a check-up be made at harvest 
time. This check-up will be made by the 


County Agent and a member of the College | 
staff. If 90 per cent of the crop is found to} 


be free from blemishes and the grower has 
conformed to the requirements as regards 
the spray record, he automatically becomes 
a member of the 90 percent Clean Apple 
Club” for one year. 

Becoming a member of this honor group 
should be in itself sufficient reward for the 
effort, but that is not all. A medal is to be 
awarded at the annual meeting of the Massa- 
chusetts Fruit Growers’ Association in 
Worcester next January, to the grower who 
makes the best showing, economy of opera- 
tions to be considered. Even though the 
grower fails to ‘make the grade” he is in no 
way penalized, In fact, if his percentage of 
clean fruit is increased only a few per cent 
over previous years, he wins by way of in- 
creased returns. The goal is high, but by no 
means unattainable. Several Massachusetts 
growers harvested a crop 90 per cent clean 
in 1928 in spite of adverse weather condi- 
tions. 

One other item, a by-product of this clean 
fruit program, is worthy of mention, and 
that is the Spray Record. Every grower who 
enrolls is furnished with a card on which to 
record the details of the fight against his 
orchard enemies. This record should be of

Izaak Walton League Installs Trout- 
Rearing Pond 

‘The Andover Chapter of the Izaak Walton 
League of America has installed a trout- 
rearing pond on the property off Central 
street which is used in the winter by the 
Abbot academy girls as a skating pond. The 
yond has been drained and theoutlet screened. 

The Division of Fisheries and Game of the 
Massachusetts Department of Conservation 
will soon deliver two thousand yearling 
trout to the Andover Chapter of the League. 

These fish will be between four and six 
inches long. They will be fed daily on a diet 
of liver and lungs and by the mddle of 
October they should range from nine to 
twelve inches in length. They will then be 
removed from the pond and placed in streams 
in the vicinity of Andover where they will 
spawn and by the following spring they will 
have become quite wild again and will have 
gained some in weight and should offer good 
sport for the fishermen of this vicinity. 

This method has been proved far superior 
to the method of dumping fish in the streams 
at the opening of the season when most of 
them are caught while still small and few 
survive the winter. By the new method the 
fish are put in the streams when they are 
much older and they become acclimated to 
their surroundings by the opening of the 
season, and besides have spawned in the 
brooks in which they are placed.

How Modern Are the Ancients 


The third lecture on the Alfred E. Stearns 
foundation was delivered last Friday eve- 
ning, April 26th, in the George Washington 
auditorium of Phillips academy. by Prof. 
Paul Shorey, professor of Greek at the 
University of Chicago. Prof. Shorey’s sub- 
ject was: ‘‘ How modern are the ancients?” 

There is one old classical saying which 
Prof. Shorey obviously could not quote in 
this year of our Lord one thousand nine 
hundred and twenty-nine, the saying: 
“Tn vino et pueris veritas”. The writer does 
not mention the saying in order to compete 
with Prof. Shorey, nor to advance an argu- 
ment against prohibition, but because he 
feels that perhaps the most level-head 
reaction to Prof. Shorey’s lecture was’ t e 
editorial written in last Wednesday’s Phillip- 
ian by the able, new, young editor of that 

ublication. As he there states there has 

en a good deal of criticism of Prof. Shorey’s 
lecture. Even great admirers of Prof. Shorey 
wished that he had been less facetious, and 
that he had limited himself to one work or 
field or phase of classical literature. What a 
fine thing Prof. Shorey could have made of 
such a subject as: “The modernity of Plato’s 
Republic”, with regard to which Prof. 
Paulsen says in his Ethics, that if the youth 
of today, striving toward new ideals, would 
only immerse themselves in that old but ever 
new book, they would realize that most of 
their ideals or vagaries have long been antici- 
pated. ;

leaves a remainder; while on the other hand, 
the broad-minded scientist needs no per- 
suasion to refuse to botanize upon a mother’s 
grave. 

However, despite any barrage of criticism, 
—incidentally it is well for all of us to remind 
ourselves from time to time, when in the 
critical mood, of the words which the writer 
once heard Mr. Roosevelt stress, that the 
world consists of two halves: one half does 
things, and the other half says “ Why didn’t 
he do it the other way?”—it remains a fact 
that for some, at least, it was a refreshing 
lavation to sit at the feet of one who is 
recognized, not only in America but _in 
Europe as well, as one of the outstanding 
scholars in his field, and to imbibe the outflow 
of an entire life-time of converse with the 
Humanities. 

It may interest a wider public to read the 
reaction of at least one school-boy to Prof. 
Shorey’s lecture: 

There was a general dissatisfaction, or 
at most a half-satisfaction among all the 
students and apparently among the faculty 
and townspeople, after the lecture of Pre 
fessor Paul S. Shorey last Friday on “How 
Modern Were the Ancients?” Most of the 
audience, especially the school, went expect- 
ing to hear (earl economics and dry sociol- 
ogy, and therefore got no enjoyment out 
of the humorous, off-hand talk which Pro- 
fessor Shorey actually gave. He spent, per- 
haps, too much time on the quotations which 
he made in order to show how constantly 
we plagiarize today as modern proverbs the 
catchy statements of writers who lived two 
thousand years ago; his wit was perhapsa little 
popularized, as has been said on the Hill 
several times since the lecture. But the 
point that most of his listeners seem to have 
orgotten is that he attained his important

he had a speech to make. But reflection will 
show that the enormous number of quota- 
tions which he used must have taken up an 
equally immense amount of time while he 
was gathering them, The miscellaneous 
character of his speech, which appeared 
so careless in the final draft, was really the 
result of diligent sorting out and eliminating 
of a great deal of material. There are so many 
phases of human daily life in which to com- 
pare the moderns and the ancients, that he 
could at best give only a paragraph or two 
to each one, ae 

He got the results, For the first time in our 
life we had the ghost of a desire to read the 
classics; not just one of the classic writers, 
but all of them, as an English class gets an 
exhaustive course in eighteenth and nine- 
teenth-century poetry or prose; and not for 
the sake of Latin or Greek grammar, for 
mind-training alone, but for the same reason 
we read modern books, for their content. 
If necessary to get the meaning without too 
much study, we would chose at least a few 
of the Greek and Latin{classicists instead of 
the English modernists. Then we might get 
out of the rut of smug self-satisfaction with 
which most of us these days do smart things, 
happily unconscious that they were evolving 
much the same wise thoughts and acts in 
the days before the Dark Ages.

Exports of Planes Should Grow Rapidly 

“Our automobile export trade has been | 
hindered by the lack of good roads in many 
foreign countries. This limitation does not 
apply to the airplane. It needs no roads. 
Because the greatest demand for automobiles | 
has been domestic, most people believe that 
the same fact will be true of airplanes. This is 
a mistake. China, India, and other densely 
populated countries, not to mention Canada, 
South America and Mexico, could not buy 
automobiles in great volume because of lack 
of highways. China alone could give enough 
business to pay large dividends to any export: | 
ing company handling American planes. 


Well Selected Aviation Securities 
Excellent for the Long-Pull 

“There are certain aviation securities 
today which can be bought and put away 
with firm assurance that they will prove most 
profitable over the next ten years, Investors 
should capitalize this new era which we are 
approaching. It is very possible that within 
the next decade all of the first-class mail 
and a large percentage of the passenger 
business will be carried by air transportation. 
As in every new industry, however, the ut- 
most discrimination should be used before 
purchasing aviation stocks. Certain tests 
should be applied tn their selection. (1) Who 
are the financial sponsors for the security? 
Are they well established and reliable? (2) 
What is the management of the company? 
Preference should be given to companies with 
the longest and most successful experience 
in the airplane industry itself. (3) Make sure 
that the capital structure is not inflated. 
Many companies would be good for invest- 
ment purposes if they did not have such a 
large number of shares outstanding. They 
must grow in earnings compared to their 
present capitalization before their securities 
become attractive. 

“Other things being equal, companies 
having flying fields of their own will be the 
best able to survive. However, the greatest 
profits in the next few years probably will be 
in the sale of planes and other aviation equip- 
ment rather than in connection with mere 
transportation.
